APPENDIX. 


Tat number of Peers in the Scots Parliament, before the Union, was 


One Hundred and Sixty ; and Commons, 155. On the meeting of each 
parliament, the members went to the houſe in great ſolemnity; and 
that proceſſion they called, The Riding of the Scots Parliament; which 


was in the manner following : 


THE Crown, Sceptre, and Sword of State *, were brought from the 
Caſtle of Edinburgh to the Abbey in a coach, carried by three Earls

* DESCRIPTION OF THE REGALIA OF SCOTLAND, 


T HE Regalia of Scotland, conſiſting of the 
crown, ſceptre, and ſword of ſtate, are, by 


the act of Union, to be uſed no more, but kept 


up in the caſtle of Edinburgh. 
The firſt CRown of Scotland was a circle 


for their zeal in the chriſtian religion, in imi- 
tation of ſuch a circle worn by the Roman 
emperors. | 8 

Charles the Great, emperor of Germany and 
king of France, about the year 800, added 
another with fleurs de lis to Achaius, king of 
Scotland, as a token that France would al- 
ways ſupport the Scots nation: but it was not 
till the reign of James V. that it, in imitation 
of the crowns of England and Frauce, was 
cloſed at the top with a globe and croſs 


cious ſtones, diamonds, pearls, and curious en- 
amellings. It is compoſed firſt of a broad cir- 
cle, or fillet, to go round the head, adorned 
with twenty-two ftones topazes, amethyſts, 
garnets, emeralds, rubies, and hyaciaths, in 
golden collets of various forms; and be- 
tween theſe are placed great oriental pearls, 
one of which is wanting. Secondly, above the 
* taid circle is another ſmall one, formed with 
twenty points, and ſet with the like number 

of diamonds and ſapphires, alternately ; and 


upper circle is raiſed with ten croſſes floree, 
each of which is adorned in the center with 
a diamond, between four pearls in croſs, ſome 
of which are wanting; and the number re- 
maining on the upper part of the crown, with 
what are in the under circle, and in the croſs 
Datce are fifty one; ard thoſe croſſes flory are 
interchanged with ten high fleurs de lis, al- 
ternately, between the great pearls, on the 
points of the ſecond circle. 
This is the form of the crown, fince the

on each point is a large pearl. Thirdly, the 


It 
differs from other imperial crowns; for this is 
raiſed with flory, alternately, with fleurs de 
lis; whereas the crown ef France is raiſed only 
with fleurs de lis; and that of England, 
with croſles patee, alternately with fleurs de 
lis. Fourthly, the crown of Scotland is en- 
cloſed thus : from the upper circle proceed four 
arches, adorned with enamelled figures, which 
meet and cloſe at the top, ſurmounted with a 
celeſtial globe of gold, enamelled with blue, 
and ſeminated with ſtars, croſſed and enamel- 
led with a large croſs patee on the top, adorn- 
ed in the extremities with a great pearl, and 
cantoned with other four in the angles. In 
the center of the croſs patee, in the forepart 
of the crown, is a ſquare amethyſt: on the 
other ſide of the croſs is a great pearl; and 


below it, on the foot of the polar part of the 


croſs, are theſe letters, J. R. V. by which it 
appears that King James V. was the firſt who 
cloſed the crown with arches, and topt 1t 
with a globe or croſs patee. Fifthly, the ti- 
ara or bonnet of the crown, was of purple 
velvet; but, in 1085, it was changed to crim- | 
ſon, faced with ermine, and adorned with four 
plates of gold, wrought and enamelled, with 
each a great pearl half an inch diameter, 
which appears between four arches. On the 
loweſt circle of the crown, next above the 
ermine, are eight ſmall holes, two together, 
in the four quarters of the crown, in the 
middle ſpace between the arches, to which 
are tied two diamonds, and two other preci- 
ous ſtones. The crown is from the under cir- 
cle to the top of the crols {ix inches and a 
half in height. It ſtands on a ſquare cuſhion 
of crimſon velvet, with fringes, and a taſſel 
of gold at each corner. - 

The ScepTRE. The ſtem of the ſceptre, 
being ſilver double gilt, with three buttons 
or knobs of the ſame, is of a hexagon form,

bare-headed, and attended by a guard till they came to the King, or his 
Commiſſioner ; and as the Regalia paſſed along the people were obliged 
to uncover. | ; „ | . / | 

WHEN the King, or Lord Commiſſioner, was ready, the members of 
parliament mounted their horſes, adorned with rich trappings and foot- 
cloths, in the great court before the palace; the burgeſſes two and two, 
being each allowed a la- key; two trumpets and two purſuivants in their 
-oats, bare-headed, uſhering the way, and followed by four door-keepers' 
of the Court of Juſtice, on horſeback, Next came the commiſſioners, or 
knights of ſhires, two by two, each having two pages; the {ſaid com- 

miſſioners being allowed to wear cloaks. Then came ſuch officers 
of ſtate as were not noblemen ;- and two door-keepers of the council 
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and two feet long. Between the firſt and ſe- 
cond button is the handle of the ſame form: 
between tke ſecond and third there are three 
fides engraven : upon that, under the Virgin 


Mary, being one of the ſtatues on the top of 


the ſtem, there is the letter J. Upon the ſe-

cond fide, under St. James, the letter R. and 


on the third, under St. Andrew, the figure 5, 
On the ſide between the J. and R. there are 


engraven fourteen fleurs de lis; and on the 


{ide between the figure 5 and the letter ]. 
there are ten thiſtles, continued on one ſtem 


from the third button to the capital. The 


three ſides under the ſtatues are plain; but on 
the other three are ſacramental cups, antique 
engravings, Meduſa's heads, and leaf-work. 


On the top of the ſtem is an antique capital 


of leaves imboſt ; upon the abacvs, of which 


there ariſes around the ſtem. three ſtatues; 


arlt, that of the Virgin Mary crowned, hold- 
ing Chriſt in her right arm, and in her left. 
hand a globe with a.croſs; next to her, on 


tbe right, is the ſtatue of St. Andrew in an 


apoſtle's habit, with a Scots bonnet. on his 
head, Holding in his right hand a ſaltire croſs, 
and in kis left, raiſed up, an open book. On 
the Virgin's left hand, and St Andrew'sright, 
there is another ſtatue repreſenting St James, 
With the like apoſtolical garment, in a read- 
ing poſture. On his head is a little hat, like 
the Roman cap. In his right-hand, half ex- 
tended, is a book open; and in bis left a pa- 
ſtoral ſtaff; and above each ſtatue, being a- 
bout the length of two inches and a half, is 
the finiſhing of a Gothic nich. Between each 
ſtatue is a rullian, very diſtin; in form of a 
dolphin, in length four inches, with foliage 
along the body, tbeir heads upwards, and 
fronted inwards, the turn of their tails end- 


ing in a roſe or cinquefoil, out ward. Above

tlieſe rullians and ſtatuet, is another hexagon 


button, or knob, with oak- leaves under every 


corner; and above it a chryſtal globe of two 


inches and a quarter diameter, within three 
bars joined above, where it is ſurmounted. 
with fix rullians; and there again with an 
oval globe, topped with a large oriental pearl. 
The whole ſceptre is thirty-four inches long. 

The Sworp of ſtate is five feet long; the 
handle and pemmel are ſilver ſilver gilt, fif- 
teen inches in length; the pommel is round, 
and fomewhat flat, on the two fides, each 
having a. garland, of imbaſſed work; and in 


the center there were two enamelled plates, 


now broke off. The traverſe, or crois of. the 
ſword, is ſilver gilt, ſeventeen inches and an 
half long, and half an inch thick ; the form 


of it is like two dolphins, their heads joining, 


and their tails ending in acorns. The ſhe}! 
turns towards the point of the ſword, and i; 
formed like a ſcollop, or rather like a green 
oak-leaf. On the blade of the {word there is 
indented with gold, Julius II. Pope. 

The ſcabbard is velvet, covered with ſilver 
gilt, and wrought with. flagree-work, in 
branches of oak, with leaves and acorns. On 
the ſcabbard are four round plates of ſilver 
gilt, two of which near the chape are eng- 
melled blue, and thereon in gold characters, 
Jul. IT. Pont. Max. Oppoſite the hook, at 
the mouth of the ſcabbard, is a ſquare ſilver 
plate of ſilver, enamelled purple. In a car- 
touch azure, an oak tree, eradicated, and fruc- 
ted, or, and above the cartouch, the papal en- 
ſign, namely two keys in ſaltire, adorſed, their 
bowels formed like roſes, or cinquefoils, tied 
with trappings, and taſſels hanging at each 
fide the cartouch. Above the keys is the papal 
tiara, environed with three crowns, and two 
labels turned up, adorned with eroſſes. 


brought up their rear. Next to them rode the lords, two andt two, in 
their robes, according to their ſeveral degrees; then came four trumpeters 
bare-headed, two and two; ſix heralds in the ſame manner; then the 
gentleman uſher bare headed. Next Lyon King at Arms bee endes, in 
his proper habit and foot-mantle, with his battoon in his hand. Ther 
came the ſword of ſtate, the ſceptre, and the crown, carried by three 
of the ancient nobility, bare headed. On each ſide the Regalia wes 
three mace-bearers bare-headed; after them came a nobleman bare head- 
ed, with a purſe, containing the warrant of the Lord Commiſſioner. 
Laſt of all came the Lord Commiſſioner himſelf, with the dukes on his 
right, and the marquiſles on his left. When the King was preſent, the 
maiter of the horſe rode near, but a little aſide. Each duke had eight 
lackeys-; a marquis ſix; an earl four; each viſcount and lord three; and 
every nobleman had a acollagian to hold up his train, 
IVð the time of Epiſcopacy, the archbiſhops of St Andrews and Glaſgow 
were allowed the equipage of dukes ; and the other biſhops that of lords. 
When the King was preſent, the marquitles. rode after the earls; the. 
_ dukes after the marquiſſes; then the lord chancellor immediately before 
the King, bearing the great ſeal. The lackeys had over their liveries. 
ſhort velvet coats, embroidered with their badge eS, creſts, and mottos. 
THE great officers of ſtate being robed, -ode. up from the palace a- 
bout half an hour before the cavalcade, attended by their friends on 
horſe-back, and waited in the parliament-houſe, _ „ 
WnkEN the High Commiſſioner entered, the lord chancellor took his 
own purſe, and e fiom the bar to the throne, When the 
King was preſent, the lord chancellor received his Majeſty at the door of 
the parliament-houſe, and uſhered him up to the throne. All the mem 
bers oHparliament waited on the King, or Commiſſioner, in the great hall, 
the noblemen in their ſcarlet robes, faced with ermine, according tò their 
degree; the guards following, and the ſtreets lined with the trained- 
bands. The throne was 3 ſix ſteps, with a canopy of ſtate over it. 
On the firſt ſtep ſat the lord chancellor, with other great officers on each 
ſide; on the other ſtep ſat the Judges. On the right hand of the throne 
were two rows of benches, upon which the archbiſhops and biſhops for- 
merly fat. In the middle of the floor were two tables, one for the Re- 
galia; and near it, in two great chairs, ſat the Lord Highi Conſtable and 
the Earl Marſhal; at the other table ſat the Lord Clerk Regiſter, with 
his deputies, the clerks of parliament. The commiſſioners for ſhires ſat 
upon forms, on the right ſide; and the commiſſioners for burghs on the 
left. If the King was preſent, he ſpoke to them in his robes, with the 
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
